The German guardship Lorelei was 
sent of to Salonica with a mission to 
persuade Abdul Hamid. On board 
were two princes of the Imperial Turk- 
ish family, bo'h of them sons-in-law of 
Abdul. 

As soon as the Lorele! renched Sa- 
lonica they were shown into the ex- 
sultan'’s presence and did their best to 
convince the fallen ruler that he must 
leave the place at once. But all their 
Persuasion could not induce the old 
man to go back upon his resolution not 
to move. 

They then thought of a final argu- 
ment. The commander of the Lorele! 
in the gorgeous uniform of the Germ- 
an navy, was ushered {nto Abdul Ha- 
mid’s presence. This at once 
changed his tone of defiance. 

I have every confidence, he sald, In 
the loyalty and friendship of the kais- 
er. I will under such auspices fol- 
low you all over the world. 

Within an hour Abdul Hamid was 
on board ship. His presence there 
was almost immediately followed by 
a double and complete surnrise for all 
who were about him. For this ex- 
sultan, who Lad heen generally sup- 
posed to have fallen inte a condition 
hordering on {idiocy and stupidity, dis- 
played a remarkably clear and accur- 


Talks in French 

Moreover, this man, who all his life 
had never b2en known to speak twen- 
ty words of French, and who -had al- 
Ways declored that he was quite ig- 
Norant of that language, began to 
speak French, not only with accuracy 
but with an extraordinary good ac- 
cent. 
~He-went ons-aleo in Troamhecto ask 
for news concerning the members of 
the German imperial family, of which 
{t seemed, he knew every member. 
He was silent and saddened for a 
time when told of the death of Baron 
Marschal’ von Bieberstein, which 
seemed to be the only recent event of 
which he knew nothing. 

He was my friend, was all the ex- 
sultan said of the dead statesman. 

He was very curious to know wheth- 
er Sir Arthur Conan Doyle wis still 
amusing the world with his stories of 
the exploits of Sherlock Holmes.

During his voyage to Asia Minor, 
Abdul Hamid both ate and drank 
heartily, On the other hand he did 
not make any use of the bathroom 
which was set apart for him. 

He begged the commander of the 
Lorelei to convey his personal remem- 
brances and thanks to Emperor Wil- 
liam for the consideration and atten- 
tion shown to him on the voyage and 
he gave to each officer elther a dia- 
mond pin or a gold cigarette case 
studded with diamonds. 

There was but one moment of hesi- 
tation at the end of the voyage to 
Reylerhey. This was when he had to 
leave the German vessel and enter a 
hoat in which alone, he was taken to 
the landing stage. Following him 
were his ten wives and some attend- 
ants, all of whom had gone with him 
from Constantinople into enaptivity. 

At Beylerbey he refused to occupy 
the palace itself—the place which in 
days gone by sheltered an empress 
of France—but decided to be installed | 
in 9 small pavilion adjoining it. 

Then, once again relapsing into sl 
lence, and appearing to be entirely in- 
different to all around him, he be- 
came ahsorbed tn thought.

Once upon & time there was a popular impression 
that about the first of October all residents of Western Can 
ada holed up; that from then until late in the spring all! 

If you 
h ave looked over the figures of Western Canada’s business 
for the past month you can no longer hold that belief, The 
onward march of Western Canada doewn’t stop a minute at 
any time of the yeas, Itie not to be expected that during 
the winter months building should be as active as in the 
summer; it ien’t in any place where they have winter.

He is 
not allowed to use a whip on the 
flock he directs, but he has forces 
that are much more 


The whip is the most influential 
of the private members of the House, 
Indeed on the floor of the House he 
is supreme, next to the leader of the 
Government. All the parties repre 


| sented in the House have their whips 


but the whip of the party in power 
{s of course the most influential. His 
first duty is to sec that there are 
alwnys enough members of his own 
party ready to vote to prevent a defeat 
at any division that may come on un- 


‘arll his duty was to put’ the |) 


expectedly. 

In, the British Parliament the chief 
Government whip is also the adminis- 
trator of the patronage which rema‘ns 
to the Prime Minister, and for this 
service—nominally—he is paid an an- 
nual salary of $10,000. Assistant 
whips get $5,000, 

No Sinecure Here ° 

In Canada the whips get no ad- 
ditfonal salary paid by the couitry. 
Each party {s of course at liberty to 
pay its whips if it pleases. The only 
perquisites which Canadian whips en- 
joy are a private office and a secre- 
tary whose salary is paid by Parlia- 

ment. Peside the chief whips there 
are assistants to the chief, as well as 
whips for each of the Provinces, 

Being a whip is about as restful a 
job as being a train-despatcher. 
From the time the House meets un- 
til it rises again he is “on the job.” 
He must know where his members 
are, he must see that they do not get 
out of touch, and he must have a 


‘fairly shrewd idea of what the. other | a= 


fide as up its sleeve, Without a cer- 
tain amount of understanding between 
the whips of the different parties it 
would be impossible to carry on the 
business of the House. As a matter 
of fact the whips are usually the best 
of friends, and one who has strict ideas 
about party lines would often-_ba 
ote vr woud Tel+ 
lowship displayed amonget them.

That mixed farming in Western 
Canada pays is the text of an article 
fn a recent number of “The Domin- 
fon.” In proof thereof the writer gives 
the following instance among others: 

“There's Ertman Tonn who bought 
a section of prairie land up in Central 
Saskatchewan, near my place, a while 
ago.

Charles Wells, of Paris, also 
alias Hivier, the founder of the Paris 
banking house known as the Rente 
Bi-Mensuelle who was arrested on 4 
yacht at Faimouth and extradited vo 
France, has been sentenced on 
charge of fraud to five years’ impris:} 
onment and a fine of $600 by the 
Paris correctional Court. Jeanne 
Burns, his companion, was sentenced | 
to thirteen inonths imprisonment and | 
fined $200, 

The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo } 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns, an actress, 
took place on his steam yacht, Excet j 
stor, at Fairmouth cn January 20 last. | 
Wells, who was sald io have had somo, 
thirty-six aliases, twice broke the} 
bank at Monte Carlo in 1892 and won} 
some $200,000 at the tables in five) 
days. This was the feat that was 
commemorated in the wellknown 
song: The Man who Broke the Bank 
at Mow Carlo,” During the hearing 
of *%e present case he said: I broke 
the Bank not once, but ten times, 
and gained altogether $400,000, 

Wells was sentenced at the Old 
Ralley in the following year to eight| 
years’ penal servitude for obtaining 
over $150,000 by false pretences of 
selling certain patents. One of these 
he asserted, would economize fuel on 
steamships. 

Wells was arrested at Falmouth on 
a charge of obtaining over $200,000 by 
false pretences in France. This was 
the sum he nad obtained as manager 
of the Rente Bi-Mensuelle in Parts, 
which advertised largely and prom: 
ised interest at the rate of 1 per cent 
per day to investors. Wells carried 
out his promise so effectively for six 
months, paying out of capital, that) 
he raked in millions of francs. Tha) 
police at length asked him to give 
proofs of his genuiness, but Weils 
disappeared, When he was found at 
Falmouth in hfs luxuriously fitted 
yacht he was living a life of ease.

Desperate Effort of Two Murderers 
to Get Rid of Victim's Body 

In Paris a very mysterious dis- 
appearance ol a wealthy woman near- 
ly four years ago has just been the 
subject cf a confession by an Italian 
named Breuze, who is under arrest on 
suspicilan of haying caused the death 
of a neighbor, M. Milollan, at Les 
Crottes,“near Embrun in the High 
Alps.

Cost $7,000 

The absence of a comma in af. in 
surance contract recently cost a ~ 
sas City man $7,000. Had the comriae 
been placed after one word in the 
contract the man J. Sidney Smith, 
would have received the money. The 
court decided it would have punctuat- 
ed the sentence differently, The 
suit was to coliect payment for the 
loss of grain destroyed.on a side of 
track near an elevator. The sentence 
in the contract which was at issue in 
the sult read: “Grain in cars on side 
track within one hundred feet of the 
elevator.” Smith contended that it 
should read: Grain in cars on side 
track, within one hundred feet of the 
elevator. The court however, hed 
that it should read: Grain in cars, on 
side track within one hundred feet of 
the elevator. The court's view of it 
was that cars must be within 100 feet 
of the elevator while the defendant 
held that so long as they were on the 
side track—no matter how far away— 
just so that track ran within 100 feet 
of the elevator, the loss should be
